Protein in Milk Rates High-in Food 
Value 

Man’s efficiency depends ; 

the condition of his heal 


eats. From food the/ 
material for develop ent, upkeep and 
Of the ny. constituents of 
food, protein tak first rank in nutri-, 
tive value. «It is found in eggs, meat, 
cereals,.légumes, fish-and-in-milk-and 
most. milk /products. All proteins, 
however, /have not the.same value; 
some foods supply protein of greater 
physislogical use than that. sypplied 
by other fdods., “Experiments show 
that when protein from cereals. is the 
only protein in the diet of growing 


animals, the body ofthe anima} is, 


able to use only about 30 per cent., 
but when milk is the only source, the 
body can make use of as high as 65 
per cent. Furthermore, when an 
animal is. fed both cereal and milk 


protein in combination, it can use all. 


the milk protein and a much higher 
percentage of the cerea] protein than 
would otherwise be the case. It is 
easy to translate this into every day 
practice. For instance, if we give a 
child cereal alone; only a small per- 
centage will be used to do its special 
work in the body, but if we add milk 
generously, not only will,the milk pro- 
tein be of the greatest value, but a 
much higher percentage -of the pro- 
tein contained in the Cereal will be 
utilized. This is true of such staple 
combinations ‘as bread and milk,.oat- 
meal and milk, rice and milk, etc., and 
although these foods have ,long ago 
proved their worth, we have only re- 
cently understood the*‘real reason of 
the importance and the combination. 
These facts and others calculated to 
give reliable information on the value 
of milk as food are brought out by the 
Department of Agriculture at Ottawa 
in a publication, entitled “Why and 
How to Use Milk,” which also con- 
tains many recipes. /

Time of the Pharoahs 

Paint‘{s not a modern invention, in- 
deed, white lead is of ancient origin. 
The story is told of.the wife of the 
famous Greek General Xenophen, 
who had the habit of smearing .white 
lead on her face and wearing high 
heels until her husband told her he 
thought her. pretty enough as she was 
without the application of artificial 
aids to beauty.
